ORDERED, 


HAT the PRINCE of Warrs's 

Creſt, with the Words, HON. 
ARTILLERY COM. be on each But- 
ton; the Buttons of the beſt plated 
Metal; the Coat of Nasn's ſuperfine 
Scarlet, lined with the fineſt Shalloon, 


and faced with dark Blue; the Button-

holes laced with Silver Vellum-lace ; 
the Breadth of the Lappels two Inches 
and a Quarter, to reach down to the 
Waiſt, and not wider at Top than at 
Bottom; the Sleeves of the Coat to 
have a ſmall round Cuff turned up, 
three Inches deep; croſs Pockets; the 
Buttons ſet on by Twos, viz. Eight on 
cach Lappel, one to button through the 
Corner of the Cape, Four on cach Cuft, 
Four on each Pocket, and two laced 
Holes on each Side of the Slit behind.
